25,000 Red Troops Left. 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s of- 
ficial spokesman said the North 
Korean Communists. have only 
25.000 disorganized troops left to 
oppose rampaging U.N. armies 
totaling 100,000 men. He esti- 
mated the Reds have lost 323,000 
dead, wounded and captured — 
the equivalent of 32 divisions— 
since they invaded South Korea 
four months ago tomorrow. The 
toll was growing hourly.

FAMILY FOOD BILL 
HERE UP 3.8 PCT. 
IN THREE MONTHS 


St. Louis’s family food bill 
went up 3.8 per cent from last 
June 15 to Sept. 15, a rise which 
was reflected in the cost of all 
other living essentials except elec- 
tricity and gas, the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics reported today. 

General living costs rose 3.1 
per cent in the three-month pe- 


riod, the increase in clothing 
prices being 2.5 per cent, rent’ .4 
of 1 per cent, fuels as a whole 4.1 
per cent and house furnishings 
2.2 per cent. Compared with 
Sept. 15, 1949, food costs were 
up 42 per cent.last month. Com- 
pared with August 1939, they 
were up 135.1 per cent. 

There was a slight reduction— 
6 of 1 per cent—in food costs 
from Aug. 15 to Sept. 15, due 
chiefly to a seasonal drop of 7.3 
per cent in prices of fresh fruits 
and vegetables. This commodity, 
however, was 119.2 per cent high- 
er than in August 1939, before the 
start of World War II. 

The only items actually cheaper 
last month than in August 1939, 
were gas and electricity, cost of 
which dropped 12.2 per cent in 
the ll-year period.

But 
he had other ideas. He appeared 
in a play mob scene and then ran 
off with a circus. 

He first starred o.. the stage— 
in blackface—in 1909 with Lew 
Dockstaders’ minstrels. Two years 
later he was discovered by the 
Shuberts and hired for their Win- 
ter Garden in New York. 

The most famous of his Broad-

His greatest movie, “The Jazz 
Singer,” was made in 1927, at the 
first peak of his career. It is gen- 
erally credited with being the 
first real talking picture. One 
of the songs he popularized was 
“Sonny Boy.”

Gen. Clay Dedicates Cru. 
sade Symbol Before 
Nearly: Half Million —

Broadcast Ringing.

BERLIN, Oct. 24 (AP) — The 
challenging tones of the Freedom 
Bell rang out for United Nations 
Day today in this “only spot of 
freedom behind the iron cur- 
tain.” Its message of hope was 
echoed around the world. 

The Communists tried franti- 
cally to drown out its voice. 
Within two miles of the dedica- 


tion site they held a big demon- 
stration. Angry Communist agi- 
tators denounced the bell as “a 
ae bell, a hunger bell, a death 

But a crowd of nearly a half 
million Berliners jammed City 
Hall square. and overflowed the 
by-streets. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
his voice husky with emotion, 
solemnly dedicated the resonant 
bronze symbol- set in the 200- 
foot tower of West Berlin's city 
hall, with this pledge: 

“To resist aggression and tyr- 
anny wherever they appear on 
earth — that this world, under 
God, shall have a new birth of 
freedom.” 

Many Weep When Bell Rings. 

Many of the people, who had 
come by foot, bicycle, streetcar 
and every other means to the 
first ringing of the bell on U.N. 
day, wept when they heard the 
bell. Others heard it silently, and 
then as the tones died away, 
broke into loud applause. 

Hundreds of East Berliners 
came to the dedication from the 
Soviet sector. A West Berlin po- 
liceman commented: “If they 
can’t have freedom themselves, 
they want to hear it ringing.” 

The 10-ton bell’s voice was re- 
layed throughout the world by 
more than 2000 radio stations. 


Many stations beamed the bell’s 


millions of oppressed and en- 
slaved people a ray of hope in 
their struggle for freedom. The 
program was recorded for re- 
broadcast in the United States in 
connection with the U.N. Day ob- 
servance. 
Says Bell is Warning. 

Gen. Clay, once the United 
States military governor in Ger- 
many, urged mankind to build a 
world “of free nations and free 
men, living and working together, 
at peace.” He said he hoped the 
bell would sound a warning to op- 
pressors and give confidence to 
the enslaved. 

“Though parts of the world are 
barricaded against it, its voice 
cannot be kept out,” Clay de- 
clared. “It will be heard. It will 
be heard everywhere — wherever 
there are human beings who yearn 
to live and work and worship as 
free men.” 

His voice trembling,: Clay said 
Berlin, surrounded on all sides 
by the Russian occupation zone of 
Germany, is “the only spot of 
freedom behind the Iron Curtain.” 

United States High Commis- 
sioner John J. McCloy warned 
that Soviet-Dominated Eastern 
Europe is undergoing re-applica- 
tion of the “techniques of Nazi 
tyranny” but said those responsi- 
ble “will fail today and in the 
future just as the Nazi failed five 
years ago.”

BELLS AGRUSS U.S 
NING TO OBSERVE 
UN. ANNIVERSARY 


Pealing Begins Simultane- 
ously at 11:03 A.M. — 
Echoes Ringing of Free- 
dom Bell in Berlin. 


Bells rang here and throughout 
the nation today to mark the fifth 
anniversary of the establishment 
of the United Nations and to 
“echo” the huge Freedom Bell in 
Berlin, sounded today for the first 
time at 5 a.m. (St. Louis time). 

The tolling of the bells began 
simultaneously across the country 
at 11:03 a.m., central standard 
time. Gov: Forrest Smith had 
urged the ringing of all available 
bells in the ‘state, and the Metro- 
politan Church Federation had 
asked that all church bells be 


rung. 

Enshrined with the bell in Ber- 
lin are freedom scrolls signed by 
millions of Americans. The bell 
toured ‘St. Louis and other cities 
of the United States in the Cru- 
sade for Freedom, a campaign 
intended to provide funds ‘for 
anti-Communist radio broadcasts 
in Europe. 

The observance of United Na- 
tions week began yesterday with 
a luncheon meeting at Hotel De- 
Soto, at which Mayor Joseph M. 
Darst accepted a blue-and-white 
United Nations flag presented by 
William H. Curran, president of 
the Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce and chairnian of the Cit- 
izens’ Committee for United Na- 
tions Day. ’ 

The U.N. flag was being flown 
today from the east staff at Sol- 
diers’ Memorial, at the American 
flag’s right. The U.N. flag is to 
be kept after today at the City 
Hall and displayed on future ap- 
propriate occasions, the Mayor's 
office said. 

U.N. week observances today in- 
clude a dinner for foreign stu- 
dents at Washington University 
to be given by the Campus 
Y.M.C.A.-Y.W.C.A. The organiza- 
tion also has urged that students 
write letters to United Nations 
representatives expressing their 
opinions on world affairs. 

Special open house programs 
will be held Friday evening at 
the nine St. Louis public high 
schools and two technical high 
schools. Special observances are 
being held on various days at 
Catholic and Lutheran high | 
schools. 

There have been 540,672 sign- 
ers of the freedom scrolls in Mis- 
souri and Kansas, including 191,- 
558 in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county. Contributions in the two- 
state region amounted to $48,851,

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RUSSIA’S VISHINSKY *

NEW YORK, Oct. 24—Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Y. Vi- 
shinsky applauded politely when 
President Truman entered the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly today to deliver his address, 
and clapped again when the 
President was introduced. He 
arose but gave no sign of approv- 
al, however, when Truman fin- 
ished. 

The President, clad in dark 
blue, received a standing ovation 
when he ascended the platform. 
Delegates arose and applauded 
again when he stood to speak. 

Vishinsky, seated on the plat- 
fo with six other~ vice presi- 
dents of the General Assembly 
and Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, followed the President’s 
speech with earphones adjusted 
and with a written copy of the 
address in his hand. He appeared 
to be making. frequent notés. 
When the talk ended, he arose 
but did not join the applause. 

The President shook hands with 
Vishinsky at the reception which 
followed. They chatted for seven 
minutes. Later, Truman told re- 
porters that the Soviet Foreign 
Minister is a guest in our house 
and we must be courteous to him. 
He said he always thought Vishin- 
sky was a nice fellow.

Pact Must Apply to All 


Weapons, Be Ratified 
by Entire Membership, 
Include Effective En- 
forcement, He Says.

NEW YORK, Oct. 24— Presi- 
dent Truman today urged the 
United Nations General Assembly 
to revive long-stifled negotiations 
for international atom control 
and general reduction of arma- 
ments by joining the issues for 
solution in a “new and consoli- 
dated disarmament commission.” 
The only alternative, he said, was 
to continue “building strength for 
peace,” 

The President called for a 
“fool-proof” plan of disarmament, 
He set forth “three simple, prac- 
tical principles for genuine dis- 
armament.” An agreement must 
apply to all types of weapons, 
must stipulate effective means of 
enforcement and must be ratified 
by all the United Nations. Other- 
wise, peace-loving nations have 
no choice but to arm and “make 
the world secure against aggres- 
sion,” Truman said. 

Closes No Doors on Joint Talks. 

In an address to delegates of 

60 nations, commemorating the 
fifth anniversary of the U.N., 
‘Truman elesed no doors to Amer- 
ican in great power 
conferences as a way to world 
ace. Last week the United 
States assented without enthusi- 
asm to Russian proposals for 
five-power meetings to iron out 
vital conflicts. 
Informed observers here con- 
sidered the forthright speech was 
directed at calling Russian bluffs, 
Foreign Minister Andrei Y. Vish- 
insky has been talking volubly 
about settling East-West quarrels 
through “compromise” but offer- 
ing nothing to back his words, 
He has hinted regularly at “cone 
ciliation” but has made no tane 
gible propositions. 

“While we will continue te 
take advantage of every oppore 
tunity—here in the United Nae 
tions and elsewhere—to settle 
differences by peaceful means, 
we have learned from hard ex- 
perience that we cannot rely 
upon negotiations alone to pre- 
~~ the peace,” the President 

“Although many countries 
promptly disbanded their war- 
time armies, other countries 
continued to maintain forces 
so large that they posed a con« 
stant threat of aggression,” Tru- 
man continued pointedly. 

“And this year, the invasion 
of Korea has shown that there 
are some who will resort to 
outright war, contrary to the 
principles of the (U.N.) charter, 
if it suits their ends.” 

Thus, the U.N. must be ready 
to meet force with force to pre- 
serve the peace, the President 
said. He commended the resolu- 
tion prompted by the United 
States now before the Assembly 
for measures permitting prompt 
disclosure of acts of aggression, 
hasty action by member nations 
and a pool of military resources 
for quick defensive action. 
“Disarmament is the course 
which the United States would 
prefer to take,” Truman said with 
heavy emphasis. “It is the course 
which most nations would like to 
adopt. It is the course whi-h 
the United Nations from iis 
earliest beginnings has been seek- 
ing to follow.”

While we will continue to take 
advantage of every opportunity— | 
here in the United Nations and | 
elsewhere—to settle differences | 
by peaceful means, we have | 
learned from hard experience 
that we cannot rely upon negotia- 
tion alone to preserve the peace.

FOUND IN 4 PIS 


Mass Graves of Commu- 
nists’ Victims Discov- 
ered Inside Prison at 
Pyongyang.,

PYONGYANG, Korea, Oct. 24 
(UP)—The bodies of hundreds of - 
Korean civilians were found to- 
day in four big pits inside Pyong- 
yang prison. The victims had 
been murdered by thé Commun- 
ists, and covered with a thin 
layer of earth. 

Friendly civilians told the 
American prisoner-of-war team 
that discovered the bodies that 
the dead were political prisoners. 
They estimated that possibly 1500 
had been murdesed. 

Arms and legs were found 
sticking out of three or the huge 
pits inside the prison walls. The 
stench was so great the Ameri- 
cans had to cover the mass graves 
again. 

Former Inmates’ Stories. 

Lt. Joseph Handy of Riverside, 
R. I., said former inmates of the 
prison told him that the Commu- 
nists either murdered the prison- 
ers in cold blood and threw them 


‘into the pits, or pushed the vic- 


tims in alive. 

Handy and Pvt. Walter Kogat 
of Atlas, Pa., found the fourth pit 
in another part of the prison. It 
was 50 feet square and held the 
bodies of 30 to 40 persons. 

Several Korean prisoners liber- 
ated by South Korean troops said 
the graves were 50 feet deep and 


had been filled to the top with

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 — Or-

report today. The three Republi- 


cans did not sign the report. 


The fact that “organized busi- 


ness far outspends other interests 
- ». » points to a situation which 


tends to undermine the props on | 


which American thinking about 
lobbying has traditionally rest- 
ed,” the report said. “We believe 
lobbying to be every man’s right. 
But some men are more able to 
make their rights meaningful 
than others. 

“It is said that the individual 
consumer and the billion-dollar 
corporation have equal rights be- 
fore the law, but are they equal 
before the lawmaker? Those in- 
terests with the most to spend 
for protection have proclaimed 
‘lobbying for all men’ as an al- 
most sacred article of faith. It 


is like the elephant shouting, | 


‘Everybody for himself,’ as he 
stamps up and dewn-among the 
chickens.” 

Indirect Spending Not Included. 

The report’s conclusion is not 
entirely substantiated by the vast 
mass of material collected by the 
committee in its investigations 
this year, because expenditures 
for direct lobbying usually do not 
include the expenses of indirect 
methods. 

The committee published a 
tabulation last Sunday showing 
that 152 of the country’s estimat- 
ed 500,000 corporations § spent 
$32,000,000 in the last three and a 
half years on activities regarded 
by the committee as indirect lob- 
bying. Inference from these fig- 
ures led the committee to esti- 
mate that lobbying is a ‘‘billion- 
dollar industry.” 

About $75,000,000 was, reported 
spent for lobbying in the three 
and a half years that the lobby 
registration law has been in ef- 
fect, but, said the report: 

“These figures give us a very 
incomplete picture of the realities 
of lobbying. -To accept this pic- 
ture as complete would be equiv- 
alent to saying that no money is 
gambled on horse races other than 
that paid through the pari-mutuel 
windows in the 27 states which 
have legalized such gambling.” 

Example of N.A.M. 

The report pointed out, for ex- 
ample, that the National Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers listed 
slightly less than 2 per cent of its 
$4,300,000 budget as chargeable 
to lobbying, claiming that its 
$2,000,000 public relations pro- 
gram was unreleted to legisla- 
tion. 

“And so goes the refrain from 
group after group: ‘millions for 
“education” or “public enlighten- 
ment” but not one cent for lob- 
bying as we define it.’ If this 
committee had followed the lob- 


byists’ definition of lobbying we 


would have had relatively little 
to investigate.” 

It was concluded that the pres- 
ent-day definitions of lobbying 
are inaccurate and unrealistic: 
“They generally fail to recognize 
that modern pressure on legisla- 
tive bodies is rarely corrupt, but 
it is increasingly indirect and 
largely the product of group rather 
than individual effort. The pres- 
ent system of pressure politics has 
assumed extraordinary propor- 
tions—this system must continue 
to expand and this expansion may 
challenge the existence of repre- 
sentative government as we have 
known it.” 

“Grass Roots” Lobbying. 

The report cited “new emphasis 
in pressure tactics” which it said 
might be called “lobbying at the 
grass roots.” 

“What it amounts to is this: 
rather than attempt to influence 
legislation directly, the pressure 
group seeks to create an appear- 
ance of broad public support for 
its aims, support which can be 
mobilized when the legislative sit- 
uation demands it,” the report 
said. 

“Direct efforts to influence leg- 
islation have not disappeared, but 
they are becoming ever more in- 
cidental to this carefully thought 
out and sharply focussed attempt 
to capture public opinion.” 

The report described how some 
organizations, particularly the 
Committee for Constitutional 
Government, use this technique. 
The C. C. G. annually prints hun- 
dreds of thousands of pamphlets 
and books, many of which are 
bought by wealthy individuals and 
corporations for distribution by 
the C. C. G. or by the purchasers.

“Our nation is not divided as 
it was in the days of the America 
First isolationism.

Discussing Communism, he 
said: “We are not face to face 
with a race of supermen. The 
enemy confronting us now is cun- 
ning, but not more cunning than 
other enemies we have confronted 
and conquered. 

“The enemy is ruthless, but not 
more ruthless than other enemies 
we have vanquished. It is pru- 
dent to fear your enemy, but it 
is fatal to be paralyzed by the 
fear. 

“Ofttimes, in the midst of our 
criticism, we dwell upon the | 
stories of Russia’s strength. We | 
convince ourselves that Russia is 
so powerful, so strong, so great 
that it is an invincible foe. 

“Taueote is no such thing as an 
invincible nation. There never 
has been—there is never likely 
to be such a nation.”

The RCA system, for instance, 
already has many advantages and recent 
developments indicate an early solution 
to the reasons why the FCC rejected it. 
The FCC has not shut the door to a new 
system. The CBS color system uses a 
mechanical color scanner—a rotating 
color disk. Back in 1927 regular black 
and white television also used a rotating 
disk with holes punched in it. It’s true 
they produced pictures but the pictures 
were extremely poor by present day 
standards. The whirling disk with its dis- 
ting picture was soon replaced by 

the present “‘all-electronic’”’ television 
system with its fine, clear, steady pic- 
tures. One electronic expert has said

that color television is today where black- 
and-white television was in 1927. This 


might be right or wrong. 


Q. Is there a good chance that an 
all-electronic color system will 
come fairly soon? © 


A. Frankly, while we don’t know for sure, 
we believe it will. It is certainly a pos- 
sibility. CBS has made an important 
contribution to color television. But al- 
most all electronic engineers believe that 
CBS color will be followed by an im- 
proved all-electronic system, just as the 

_ old whirling disk. was followed by the 
present. all-electronic black-and-white 
and certainly should be compatible— 
meaning color pictures could be re- 
ceived in black-and-white on present 
television sets without an adapter. 


Q, 1 the CBS method Is temporary, 
why was it selected at this time? 


A, Right or wrong, the FCC felt that some 
sort of color television should be started 
‘ now, whether or not it proved to be the 
final method. In addition they felt that 
any delay in the adoption of a non-com- 
patible system might result in the obso- 
lescence of even more sets than the 
8,000,000 now in use. After e 
the color systems of CBS, RCA and 
Color Television, Inc., the FCC decided 
that the CBS system reproduced color 
more faithfully than the others in their 
present state of development. This, in 
the opinion of five of the seven members - 
of the FCC (dissenting were Commis- 
sioners Sterling and Hennock)out- 
weighed the fact that the other color sys- 
tems gave which, in the opinion 
of experts, had better detail and less 
flicker, were all-electronic and compati- 
ble—meaning color pictures could be 
received in black-and-white on present 
TV sets without an adapter. 


Q. Who will telecast color pictures? 


A. From present indications, it appears that 
only the Columbia Broadcasting System 
will transmit color pictures using the 
CBS method, at least for the time being. 
The other networks, NBC, ABC and 
Dumont, have not indicated that they 
intend to do any color telecasting using 

the CBS method. 


Q. How soon will there be color tele- 
casting in my area? 


A. If you live in New York City, WCBS-TV 
(the only station in the United States 
now equipped to initiate color telecasts) 

, expects to start 20 hours of color tele- 
casting a week on November 20, 1950, 
bly at “off” hours (day time and 

te evenings). But even in New York, 
the top programs, including those of 
CBS, will undoubtedly be on black-and- 
white TV for several years. If you don’t 


live in New York, ¢olor telecasting will 
naturally depend on what, if any, TV 
‘stations in your area decide to use the 
CBS method. Some CBS color programs 
will be put on the cable and may be re- 
broadcast by any CBS affiliate if they so 
desire. In any case, the color programs 
received will be experimental and un- 
sponsored programs for some time to 
come. Your pleasure will have to come 


from color alone, not the calibre of the 


shows which you receive. 


0. What effect will the color decision 
have on regular black-and-white 
telecasts? 


A » Not much, at least for several years. 
Your favorite programs will continue to 
be broadcast in black-and-white for a 
long time. Even CBS says that black- 
and-white TV and color TV will exist 


side-by-side for some time to come. 


Q. will | still be able to see the top 
shows—like Milton Berle, Bob 
Hope and Wayne King—on biack- 
end-white TV on my regular set? 


A. Yes, for at least several years. There 
won't be many color receivers for some 


time. And the CBS system is incom- — 


patible—it cannot be received by to- 
day’s 8,000,000 TV receivers. Most ad- 
vertisers cannot afford to pay for good 
shows that reach only a limited number 
of people—they must have large audi- 
ences for the greatest return on their 
investment. 


0. Will my present TV set be able te 


receive biack-and-white pictures 
from color programs if CBS starts 
telecasting them in my city? 


A. No. The CBS system is not compatible 

which means that its color pictures 

~ can not be received on existing sets as a 
black-and-white picture. 


gd, How can existing sets be changed 
to pick up color broadcasts in 
black-and-white ? 


A. By adding an ‘‘adapter”’ to the set, pro- 
viding the set manufacturer makes such 
an adapter available. The adapter, which 
contains tubes, condensers and resistors, 
will come im a little bor which may be 
wired to the set. It will, according to 
most manufacturers, cost probably $60 
to $100 and perhaps $10 al $15 for a 
serviceman to install. 


Q. Howgood will black-and-white ple- 
tures be froma CBS color telecast? 


A. Frankly, not so hot. They will have only 
about 4 the detail of the regular black- 
and-white pictures. That’s because the 
CBS color system adopted by the FCC 
has basic limitations that result in leas 
efficient use of the channel space than 
that of the black-and-white system. 


Can my present TV set be "con- 
verted” to receive CBS coler end 
whet will it cost? 


Yes, in many cases it can—if the manu- 
facturer of your set provides a complete 
color converter,which includes an adapt- 
er and a mechanical filter wheel. How- 
ever, you won't be able to get color pic- 
tures any larger than 124 inches for 


rar shana“ wheel. The filter 
wheel must be at least twice the size of 
the screen—thus a 16 inch screen would 
need a wheel more than 3 feet in diam- 
eter, and the outside edge of such a whirl- 
ing disk would travel approximately 162 
miles per hour. Thus large-screen sets 
(14 inch and up) which the public pre- 
fers, must have their pictures reduced to 
12 inches by the converter. Right now 
you can’t have both a large picture and 
color. Present indications are that the 
cost of such a conversion would not be 
lees than $200. 


0. After | have had my set converted, 
have | any assurance that this will 
be the final color system? 


A, No. The CBS whirling disk in front of 
your screen may be replaced in a’ few 
years or maybe sooner by a more efficient 
all-electronic and posstbly compatible 
system. 


Is there a color method being de- 
veloped that is compatible— 
meaning | could receive color tele- 
casts In black-and-white without 


any changes in my set? 


Yes—several methods are in process of 
development that would do just that. 
They’re called ‘‘all-electronic’’—require 
no mechanical filter wheels, are not lim- 
ited by picture size, and are compatible 
to present black-and-white standards, 
i.e., you could receive color telecasts in 
black-and-white with no adapter neces- 
sary. Two of these methods use special 
““Tri-color Tubes” and appear to offer 
several advantages. Both eliminate the 
bulky rotating wheel now necessary in @ 
CBS converter. You can get a larger 
color picture—16 inches or more. Cer- 
tain problems such as limited brightness, 
flicker and rainbow hued edges of mov- 
ing objects, all inherent to the CBS sys- 
tem, are corrected in these systems. One 
system, RCA’s, is now said to be in the 
state of engineering finalization. It still, 
however, has to be tested and approved 
by the FCC, who previously rejected it 
on the basis of lack of faithful reproduc- 


tion of colors. 


lf | bought @ color set using the 
C8S mechanical method—and if 
later one of the “all-electronic” 
methods were adopted by the FCC 
es @e standard—would that color 
set become obsolete? 


A. That portion of the color set that brings 
you the pictures in color might become 
obsolete. However, the other portion of 
the set—that which produces black-and- 
white pictures under the present stand- 
ards—would continue to serve you, and 
would even get the all-electronic color 
programs in black and white. 


Q. Are today's TV sets about to be- 
come useless and obsolete? 


A, Heavens, no! Black-and-white pictures 
will continue to be predominant for years 
and years! Advertisers now reaching an 
audience of many millions daily (and the 
figure is leaping every month) will not 
spend their money on expensive color 

for the public’s enjoyment un- 
til there is a big enough au 
and hear their message.

Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
ECAUSE our national policy is not one of aggression, our mili- 
tary policy tends to favor talk of defense. But every man who 
has had experience with weapons realizes that there are few 
purely defensive weapons.

Most other weapons, including 
the atomic bomb, have both de- 
fensive and offensive capabilities. 
As we strive to hold Western Eu- 
rope, we will exploit their defen- 
sive capabilities to the utmost. 
But if we are pressed into an all- 
out war, we shall certainly have 
to use them in offensive warfare 
to win. 

I want to assure the people of 
America that we in the military 
are doing our best te improve 
our weapons. The budget this 
year includes approximately 
600 million dollars for the 
Armed Forces’ research and de- 
velopment program. 

We are not going to overlook 
any line of development that 
might ‘possibly contribute to our 
security. We are trying to give 
each of the services a fair share of 
the funds. In many fields we have 
unified our efforts and, by close 
liaison among the services, we 
are exchanging information 80 
that all three get the benefit of 
every new development. 

Some Overlapping Necessary. 

There is some overlapping in 
research and development, be- 
cause some of the new discoveries 
are so extensive in their possibili- 
ties that each service must work 
on its own application of these 
ideas. This is especially true in 
the guided-missile field, where 
great strides are being made by 
each of the services.

How Will It End? 

The business of trying to enforce the Me- 
Carran anti-subversives law has started. If the 
first steps taken under it are typical of actions 
still to come, the sooner Congress reconsiders 
this legislation, the better. | 

On Monday the Department of Justice or- 
dered the arrest of 86 aliens alleged to be 
Communists. If possible, they are to be deported. 
If that proves impossible, they may be held 
for as long as six months. 

About what is to be done after that, the 


Department of Justice probably would rather 


not think. Unless the arrested aliens have found 
a foréign haven, they will have to be released. 
Of course, the law says they are to be kept 
under surveillance, but Washington already must 
have had them under eye for some time. Else 
how could the Attorney-General have known 
enough to order them picked up? So, the whole 
affair could end in a comedy of legalized 
hysteria. 

We are not inclined to plead for persons— 
such as some: of those’ ordered arrested Mon- 
day—who have for decades enjoyed the privi- 
leges of living in the United. States without 
becoming citizens of the United States. But 
we are concerned about the violation of basic 
American guarantees such as habeas corpus— 
even when such violation comes in the guise 
of law. 

These persons are not being arrested for 
anything which would ordinarily be considered 
a crime. Yet an attempt may be made to hold 
them as long as six months without bail. How 
sharply this contrasts with the decision of the 
Supreme Court on the same day to hear the 
appeal of the 11 convicted Communists and 
the earlier granting of bail to those 11! 

Some, possibly all, of the 86 failed to register 
under the McCarran Act. Yet here in St. Louis 
United States Assistant District Attorney Her- 
bert Freer said that if Mrs. Antonia Sentner, 
a St. Louisan affected by the act, had sought 
to register, he would not have known what to 
do. What sort of a law is it which causes such 
frustration on the part of those who are sup- 
posed to enforce it? 

Under the McCarran Act, these people are 
being picked up primarily because of their 
membership, real or alleged, in the Communist 
party and their advocacy of the Communist 
line. This is a weak charge to bring in an 
American court. Perhaps that is why the law 
itself really does not do much beyond threat- 
ening them with deportation or, failing that, 
six months’ confinement and general harrass- 
ment after that. 

If any of the 86 is guilty of a crime or of 
conspiracy to commit a crime, including the 
violent overthrow of the government, it would 
and should be a very different story. In that 
event, prosecution ought to be swift and hard- 
hitting. 

But the McCarran Act is something else again: 
and even though the Attorney-General favored 
the section of it under which these arrests are 
being made, we have the feeling that he is go- 
ing to find its enforcement a burden rather 
than an aid in safeguarding internal security. 

The sooner it is tested in the courts, the soon- 
er Congress may set to work on an intelligent 
substitute for this hysterical effort to protect 
the nation against subversion.

W. Stuart Symington, chairman of the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board, held a press 
conference at which he reiterated the Adminis- 
tration’s position against price and wage controls. 

Such controls can be avoided, Mr. Symington 
said, if everybody will get in there and pitch. 
He referred to the great technical difficulties 
involved in controls, and indicated they will be 
postponed as long as possible while other meth- 
ods of checking inflation are tried. 

All of which carried us back to 1941, another 
period when a big defensé program was strain- 
ing the economy and generating inflation. Those 
were the days when Leon Henderson, federal 
price administrator, was exhorting business men 
not to raise their prices. They were the days 
when Bernard Baruch was vainly urging the 
Government to establish blanket price and wage 
control. They were the days when Henderson 
was opposing general price controls because, he 
said, they would involve tremendous adminis- 
trative problems. 

Yet prices and wages were finally frozen, in 
mid-1942, because experience proved that noth- 
ing less would halt inflation. Meanwhile the 
general price level had gone up nearly 20 
per cent.

Secretary of the Army Frank Pace says small 
business is receiving special attention under the 
defense program.

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Conditions of Disarmament 

Addressing the General Assembly on the fifth 
anniversary of the United Nations, President 
Truman did well to devote serious attention to 
disarmament. 

With the Soviet world's military strength 
frightening people everywhere, and with the 
Western world engaged in a strenuous effort to 
rebuild its own militaty strength in a hurry, the 


President might have chosen to dismiss the idea: 


of disarmament as a remote dream. 

Perhaps it is a dream, but by restating the 
Western world’s desire to be relieved of the 
arms burden, and the conditions on which it 


will move in ‘that direction, Mr. Truman has - 


given the die-to those who say that the West 
is arming for aggressive purposes. 

The conditions are these: first, simultaneous 
control of all weapons, atomic and conventional; 
second, unanimous agreement that will make 
all nations a party to disarmament; and third, 
a “foolproof” system of policing the agreement 
that will insure compliance; give warning in 
case of potential violation, and permit inter 
change of information across national borders. 

Nobody can honestly call these conditions un- 
reasonable. They are, in fact, the indispensable 
basis of a disarmament pact in which the signa- 
tories could place real confidence. 

Mr. Truman proposed that U.N. studies of 
disarmament be reactivated by bringing under 
one commission the heretofore separate work 
on atomic control and conventional weapons 
control. In neither field, of course, has the U.N. 
been able to reach agreement. But it is a neces- 
sary prerequisite of agreement that disarma- 
ment be universal. Control of weapons in which 
one side has superiority, must be traded for 
control of those in which the other side has 
the edge. Mr. Truman’s plan would make this 
possible. But only if there is an underlying. will 
to disarm d@nd to settle disputes by peaceful 
means. 


The Presiderit has firmly stated our own 


devotibn to these principles. Until and unless 
that devotion is matched by the Soviet Union 
and ‘its satellites, the Western world must, as 
Mr. Truman made clear, remain firmly com- 
mitted to the rebuilding of its collective mili- 


tary power. 
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Honored by McCarthy 


If Senator McCarthy keeps on going at the 
present rate, it will be a disgrace for anybody 
who believes in the common man, tolerance, 
decency, freedom and a good many other things 
most Americans consider important, to have 
been left off one of his lists. 

His most recent outpouring, emitted, as usual, 


‘under the cloak of congressional immunity, 


includes the names of persons as distinguished 
and diverse as Robert Hutchins, Harold Urey, 
Linus Pauling, Kirtley Mather and Walter 
Gellhorn.

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Amendment No. 1 and Taxes 

Only two facts need to be understood to jus- 
tify a vote for Amendent No. 1 on Nov. 7. One 
fact is that the amendment permits a simple 
majority to determine school tax elections, in- 
stead of requiring a two-thirds vote. The other 
fact is that the amendment does not raise taxes. 
It provides specific limits for. school tax in- 
creases: 

1. School boards could not go beyond the 
present limits in ‘levying taxes without the 
voters’ approval. These limits are $1 on $100 
assessed valuation 4n school districts formed 
of cities and towns, 89 cents in St. Louis and 
65 cents in other districts. —~ 

2. Any tax increase above these limits would 
have to meet the critical approval of a majority 
of tax-conscious voters. ; 

3. Even then, the taxes could not be raised 
more than three times the limit which school 
boards can levy. At present there is no limit 
to increases voted by the two-thirds majority. 

4. The increases approved by citizens under 
the amendment would be for one year only, 
though these taxes could run for two years (to 
coincide with school elections) in cities of more 
than 75,000 population. 

5. Finally, the Legislature would have to write 
enabling legislation prescribing limits for school 
taxes. These limits could not be more but 
might be less than those contained in the 
amendment. 

Voters should not be deluded into thinking 
that Amendment No. 1 automatically raises 
taxes. It is only intended to end the tnfair 
burden which the two-thirds rule places on 
schools, and which means that one vote can 
cancel two.

ment subsidies become only way to save imperiled artistic agencies?

Faced by a probable deficit of more than 
$300,000 for the coming season, the Metro- 
politan Opera has appealed to its sub- 
scribers for a voluntary contribution of 20 
per cent of the cost of their tickets. This 
step was taken because of the fear that if 
the price of subscriptions were increased 
there would be a drop in subscribers. And 
the truth is that the price of subscriptions 
is high enough; it should not go higher. 

The appeal for voluntary contributions 
has brought a favorable first reaction. The 
chances are it will not be enough to meet 
the deficit in full. What happens next year 
and the year after? Further appeals for 
voluntary donations? 

Consider the New York Philharmonic- 
Symphony Orchestra. It is expected that 
its deficit for the 1950-51 season will be 
more than $150,000. Where this money will 
come from, the board has not said, and 
probably it does not know. 

Neither the Metropolitan nor the Phil- 
harmonic is wasting its means by riotous 
living. The musicians employed by each 
are not paid fabulous salaries. In many 
cases they receive the union minimums, 
and in these days of inflation, these sums 
represent just a modest living. 

That is, they would represent a modest 
living if the musicians had year-round em- 
ployment. But a companies and sym- 

hony orchestras function little more than 


: ae the year, and the total annual salary 


a musician on the minimum scale comes 
to less than what a highly skilled worker 
in industry earns. 


Where Are the Patrons? 


Salaries cannot be cut. Prices of tickets 
cannot be raised because sales would be 
reduced. The is obvious. A 
major musical organization is a deficit op- 
eration. :

What is the cure? The support of rich 
men and women, who helped to maintain 
most of our important musical groups in 
generations gone by, seems to be a thing 
of the past. With taxes as they are today, 
not many individuals can or care to put 
up hundreds of thousands of dollars each 
season to keep a musical organization go- 


ing. 

Industrial backing is a possibility. In 
some cities big corporations contribute reg- 
ularly to orchestra maintenance funds. Oc- 
casionally they act as radio sponsors, and 
this helps, too. But it is not likely that 
big business could do more violent 


the British Arts Council, which helps out 
the opera, the ballet, some theaters and 
the visual arts. This assistance has come 
ie oe Conservative and Labor governments 
alike. 

The programs of. some of the British 
organizations-have been criticized on ar- 
tistic grounds, but there has been little 
or no complaint of political domination. It 
is apparent that men and women of artis- 
tic competence and high integrity can be 
found to execute a policy of government 
aid to the arts. 

As for this country, it is obvious that 
subsidies are not foreign to our way of 
life. They are granted regularly to spe- 
cial groups and industries in the national 
interest. Shipping and air transport en- 
terprises, farmers, education, hospitals and 
housing are among the activities and peo- 
ple who receive government help, and 
neither our institutions nor our people 
have been debased, 


More Than Decorations 


The trouble in the arts is that they 
have not been widely accepted as essen- 
tials of American living. The convention- 
al notion is that they are pleasant adonn- 
ments and that they are the happy hunt- 
ing-ground of a limited number of intel- 
lectuals 


But take them all away, and see how 


‘empty life would be for ordinary people. 


Take just music away from the great mass 
entertainmen the movies and. radio 
and television—entertainments, by the 
way, that pay their own way—and see 
what difficulties they would be in. 

Music, like the other arts, is more nec- 
essary to everyday living than some peo- 
ple realize, and it would be a tragedy if 
our established musical organizations were 
allowed to founder and sink. The danger 
is real and must be made clear. 

Perhaps the first step should be an ex- 
haustive survey, under the auspices of 
the Federal nt or some founda- 
tion, of the nation’s resources in the arts. 
Such a survey would examine the economic 
health of musical o ns and musi- 
cians as well as other artistic groups, and 
it would set forth a program for action. 

If the conclusion of such a survey were 
that subsidies from Washington and from 

city governments are the only 
way out for imperiled artistic organiza- 
tions, then let us have subsidies.

- fired from a submarine on the 
. surface and from other ships. 


Because each service has spe- 
cial interests and special prob- 
lems, guided-missile research 
and development must be 
pressed by all of them, co-op- 
erating and exchanging infor- 
mation. Because our Allies are 
as far advanced in many fields 
as we are, we must continue to 
exchange new technical infor- 
mation with them, too. 

While we are all deeply inter- 
>» ested in the further development 
of the guided missile and of atom- 
* ic power, we must remember that 
the ultimate defense of any na- 
* tion depends upon the Army and 
- the ground soldier. Although 
not as spectacular, there are new 
? discoveries for him. 
Still Overloaded. 
, The ground soldier has his own 
special research and development 
' problems. We have not gpne 
* nearly far enough in making the 
« infantryman’s load lighter. To 
~ save himself in order to win the 
- battle. the G.I. must be the best- 
' equipped, the best-proteced sol- 
dier, and the soldier with the 
lightest load. 
American ingenuity has not 
« been completely applied to this 
problem. But we have developed 
; a lithter and more efficient auto- 
matic rifle, and we are develop- 
> ing a helmet which can protect 
_ the soldier as well as the old one 
. did. but weighs only a few ounces.

Playing Canasta to Win | 


By Albert H. Morehead 


DISCUSSED a hand yesterday 
| wuere you figured your part- 

ner to hold a certain card—a 
king—not because you had seen 
him pick it up, but because he 
had discarded two of them. Now 
put yourself in the partner’s 
place and see if you would have 
done as he did. 

You need 120, and after a 
couple of-rounds you hold: 


It’s joker or bust, as far as 
melding 120 is concerned. If you 
get the joker, and then if your 
opponent discards something that 


matches one of your pairs, you'll . 
be in good shape. Until then, you . 
discards. 


principally want safe 

None of your discarding possi- 
bilities is 100 per cent safe; but 
if you discard a king, and if it 
gets by, the chances are that 
your other two kings will get by 
too. Your first discard will have 
turned into three fairly safe ones. 

So you discard a king, and it 
works. The next time around, 
having matched your ace, you de- 
cide to let another king go, rath- 


er than take a chance on the 
queen, And the third time you 
would throw your: third king— 
except that by that time your 
right-hand opponent has taken 
the pack and you don’t need safe 
discards any -more (there no 
longer being a big pack that you 
want to protect). So you save the 
king in case you need a safe dis- 
card later when the pack again 
builds up to sizable proportions. 


Question: In order to meet the 
initial count of 120 a player melds 
joker-2-5-5, and 2-2-5-5 as sepa- 
rate: melds. (Otherwise he could 
not count the value of more than 
three of his wild cards.) May he 
combine these melds into a ca- 
nasta at a later turn? 

Answer: No. Two melds of the 
same rank may be merged only if 
the combined meld does not con- 
tain more than three wild cards. 
This law applies, even though it 
has been ruled that a player may 
make a canasta and, on the same 
turn, add as many wild cards as 
he wishes. 

Question: We play a table rule 
that the pack may not be taken to 
add the top card to a completed 
canasta. Some of our plafers also 
insist that once the canasta is 
made additional natural matching 
cards cannot be added from the 
player’s hand either. Is that cor- 
rect? 

Answer: It is not usually so 
played. But once you start mak- 
ing table rules there is no limit to 
the legislative powers of the play- 
ers in that particular game.
